BRITISH SAUSAGE 
DEFIES ANALYSIS,

LONDON, April 1 (AP) 
Science has been stopped cold 
by the British sausage. 

John Hare,*Minister of Agri- 
culture, told the House of Com- 
mons yesterday: “There is no 
known method of determining 
the proportions of pork or beef 
and other meats in a sausage.” 

British sausages are known 
as bangers because when fried 
they frequently burst. The 
mystery of what's in them has 
long distressed even their 
stanchest admirers. There 
ought, they said, to be a law. 

In 1955 the Government 
asked the Food Standards Com- 
mittee to decide what a bang- 
er’s insides should consist of, 
with a view to fixing a legal 
standard, In May 1956 the com-

Speaking of St. Louis U. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We are pleased that in your 
editorial, “Why Not St. Louis U.?” 
you state, “We believe in the 
separation of church and state. 
We oppose the use of public 
funds for the support of any re- 
ligion.” Your application of these 
principles, however, to the acqui- 
sition by St. Louis University of 
22 acres of the Mill Creek Valley 
Development Project is confused 
by your assumption that the uni- 
versity is a “public institution.” 


Although some of its facilities 
are open to the public, St. Louis 
University is actually a private, 
church-controlled aon whose 
trustees are all members of The 
Society of Jesus, which is an in- 
tegral part of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. St. Louis University 
is controlled by this society; it 
has final authority over its affairs, 
and thus the administration of the 
university rests in the Vatican. 
This being true, it is our convic- 
tion that the university is not en- 
titled to financial assistance from 
the public treasury. 

To allow such assistance would 
be in direct violation of the Mis- 
souri Constitution: 


“Neither the General Assembly, 
nor any... city ... shall ever 
make an appropriation, or pay 
from any public fund whatever, 
anything in aid of any religious 
creed, or to help to sustain or sup- 
port any private or public school, 

. university, or other en 
of learning controlled by any. 
church...” (Sec. 7, Art. I). 

“., no money shall ever be 
taken from the public treasury, 
directly or indirectly, in aid of 
any church, sect or denomination 
of religion .. .” (Sec. 7, Art. I). 

The Supreme Court of the 
United States has also declared 
such assistance to be contrary to 
the First Amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution: “Neither a state 
nor the Federal Government can 
pass laws which aid one religion, 
aid all religions, or prefer one re- 
ligion over another.” (Everson v. 
Board of Education, 330 U.S. 1, 
15-15). 

In light of the above quotations, 
it should be clear that any special 
favoritism shown St. Louis Uni- 
versity through the elimination of 
competitive bidding, or any sub- 
sidy, direct or indirect, received 
by the university through its pur- 
chase of public land at less than 
its cost to the public is a violation 
of constitutional provisions, and 
should not be allowed. 


Your editorial states that ‘St. 
Louis would be ill-served indeed 
if a church-state dispute were al- 
lowed to obstruct the rapid real- 
ization” of the Mill Creek project. 
Since our objectives concern only 
the 22 acres designated for St. 
Louis University, out of the 465 
in the project, your statement is 
more inflammatory than accurate. 


Furthermore, as to the 22 acres” 


themselves, it is difficult to see 
how our insistence on adherence 
to important constitutional prin- 
ciples can be brushed aside on

Losing the Initiative 

Russia’s pledge to abandon nuclear weap- 
ons tests represents a propaganda and diplo- 
matic victory comparable to the firing of the 
first Sputnik. 

As in the case of Sputnik, the United States 
Government had advance warning of what 
the Russians intended to do, had considered 
making a similar move but rejected it, and 
did nothing. Thus the advantages of appear- 
ing as apostles of nuclear restraint have ac- 
crued, however undeservedly, to the men in 
the Kremlin. : 

There is much uncertainty about the Rus- 
sian pledge, or how it will be kept. The time 
period for the moratorium is indefinite, and 
hinged to a demand that other nations also 
ban nuclear tests. Since there is no way for 
outside nations to detect every conceivable 
test inside Russia, the Russians may still con- 
duct small tests of tactical weapons. 

Nevertheless, radiation and seismographic 
methods permit detection of large nuclear 
bomb blasts. If Russia abandons only these, 
only for a while, she still will have appealed 
to a world worried about the continuing nu- 
clear arms race and the irradiation of its 
atmosphere. 

~ + 

The test ban should cost Russia little. Un- 
doubtedly the Soviet Union already possesses 
enough A-bombs and H-bombs for a holo- 
caust. She has just completed exhaustive 
tests, and presumably timed her announce- 
ment to follow these and precede the sched- 
uled American tests in the Pacific in May. 
Our display of a “clean” bomb then could 
give Russia an excuse for resuming testing. 

Most of what has been said here about the 
Russian nuclear test ban could have been 
said of an American test ban, had there been 
one. Adlai Stevenson, as Americans will re- 
member, proposed a ban on hydrogen bomb 
tests in his 1956 campaign. President Eisen- 
hower dismissed the Stevenson appeal. 

Last year, however, the Administration it- 
self moved closer to a test bar, though always 
with restrictions attached. First it sought a 
companion bar on nuclear weapons produc- 
tion, then modified this in a more realistic 
appeal for an inspection system to enforce a 
bar on tests alone. Harold Stassen, former 
Administration disarmament adviser, strongly 
urged a trial pact ending nuclear explosions 
for two years and establishing detection posts. 

~ ” ~ 


Nothing came of these proposals. The State 
Department’s reply to the new Russian an- 
nouncement describes Russian resistance to 
inspection, detection and other forms of dis- 
armament enforcement. But can such a com- 
plex reply erase the drama of a Russian move 
which requires no international inspection? 

The problem for the President and Secre- 
tary Dulles is to salvage an unnecessary loss 
of initiative in peace negotiations. 

It will be difficult for this country now 
to use a nuclear test bar program as an open- 
ing wedge for meaningful arms inspection, 
but the effort toward enforceable disarma- 
ment must be continued. To do that, the 
United States eventually will have to go as 
far toward halting nuclear tests as Russia 
goes, or explain its position to a troubled 
world. 

Beyond that, the United States could take 
advantage of any lull in nuclear testing to 
strive for more meaningful peace settlements. 
There are other areas for negotiation at the 
summit than nuclear tests—a demilitarized 
European buffer.zone for one. The next dra- 
matic move toward peace ought to be spon- 
sored by Washington. 


Weeding Out Ghost Voters 


Two methods of improving the accuracy 
of registration lists in St. Louis county have 
been proposed by Election Board Chairman 
Joe Oxenhandler. In our judgment they meet 
the tests of reason and practicality, and ought 
to be adopted. 

The first one, in successful use in Kansas 
City, involves the mailing of a verification 
card to each registered voter. The cards of 
registrants who are unknown at their official 
addresses, or who have moved, are returned 
to the Election Board and these names then 
re be stricken from the registration lists. 

A “spot, recanvass by Election Board per- 
sonnel is the essence of the second proposal 
by Mr. Oxenhandler. 

Precinct election officials normally carry on 
the pre-election canvass. This important ac- 
tivity is designed in part to purge the list of 
“ghost” voters. \When it is performed with 
sloppy unconcern—as a canvass by Post-Dis- 
patch reporters indicates occurred in Wells- 
ton—the democratic process stands in danger 
of calculated abuse. 

Chairman Oxenhandler’s proposals for in- 
suring the integrity of the registration lists 
ought to appeal to his colleagues on the 
County Election Board. These also ought to 
constitute a topic for serious discussion at 
the mext meeting of the St. Louis Election 
Board. 


Fool’s Month 


Anybody who has already reached for a 
wallet on the sidewalk or broken a toe on a 
silk hat knows that this is April Fool’s day 
and may well agree with T. S. Eliot that 
“April is the cruelest month.” Why this day 
is especially set aside for the gullible is one 
of those mysteries “shrouded in the mists of 
pre-history.” Of course, it was the day on 
which, back in 1513, Ponce de Leon sighted 
Florida in quest of the Fountain of Youth. 
But surely folks were celebrating Fool’s Day 
by then. 

Maybe the day’s designation was meant to 
be a warning against.a month which seems 
more pixilated than any of the other eleven. 
The weather, for example, is likely to plunge 
from premature summer into a second winter, 
ruining finery and boosting the antihistamine 
business. It was in April, too, that Walter 
Hunt invented the “safety pin” by which mil- 
lions have been pinked and scratched since 
1849. It was in April of 65 that Phineas T. 
Barnum introduced Jumbo, his big elephant, 
in the circus he was running on the assump- 
tion that ‘a fool is born every minute. 


In this month in 1790 the Stock Exchange - 


was established, and there is no estimating 
how many fooled themselves with opportuni- 
ties it seemed to offer. It was the natural 
month for the birth of tale-spinning Hans 
Christian Andersen and Washington Irving, 


the creator of Rip van Winkle and Ichabod . 


Crane, a pair of April fools if ever there 
were any, 

In spite of the record, however, April is 
just about the most popular month in the 
year. In April the grass really turns green, 


buds pop on the trees, forsythia turns into 
gold, bulbs shoot glorious stars out of the 
earth, the birds find voice again, the rain- 
bows get hungry enough for catching, and 
life: again becomes good enough for living. 
July is more splendid. In a decadent way, so 
is multi-colored October. Snow can turn De- 
cember’s austerity into sparkling magnifi- 
cence, But April is fresh and promising, but 
modest. In fact, it is the one month that 
stocks closest to the human scale. Could that 
make it the month of fools? 


A Thaw, Not a Freeze 


President Eisenhower's veto of the Demo- 
cratic farm price-freeze measure, passed with 
considerable Republican support, is wey 
consistent with the Administration’s 
program as shaped by Secretary of 
ture Benson. Mr. Benson favors flexible (or 
lower) support levels, not the higher levels 
that the price-freeze bill would have tended 
to enforce, and the President has backed him. 

Mr. Eisenhower went a step further than 
merely vetoing the bill. He reminded Con- 
gress of the farm program he had recom- 
mended only a few months ago and urged 
its enactment. One of the controversial points 
of that program was a request that Congress 
permit supports for cotton, wheat, corn and 
rice to be det@rmined administratively—that 


is, by Secretary Benson—at levels anywhere ° 


between 60 and 90 per cent of parity instead 
of the present 75-90 range. Farm bloc Con- 
gressmen, looking toward November, shud- 
dered. 

Mr. Benson’s view generally is that price 
supports perpetuate an unreal price structure 
which in turn encourages overproduction and 
keeps too many people in farming. The inde- 
pendent Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment subscribes to this theory, though recog- 
nizing that people should be assisted in the 
agricultural revolution. Obviously if this 
view is correct, the Eisenhower-Benson pro- 
gram for lowered supports is at least a step 
in the right direction. 

The politics of this approach is another 
matter. Farm Belt Congressmen of both par- 
ties generally avoid it like the plague. But 
whether the presidential veto will seal the 
doom of many G.O.P. candidates next fall, as 
many of them evidentally have assumed, re- 
mains to be seen. Farm income of late actu- 
ally has been rising. 

In the 12 months through last February, 
the personal income of the laboring man was 
off four-tenths of 1 per cent. The business 
and professional group suffered a 2.5 per cent 
decline in income. Farmers, on the other 
hand, enjoyed a 3.3 per cent rise in personal 
incomes over the same period 

So if farm income continues to rise and if 
a lower support level actually produces lower 
retail prices for the American consumer, Mr. 
Benson may turn out to be not so mightily 
unpopular after all. 


Growth of the Chief Justice 


Chief Justice Warren’s.stature as a stout 
libertarian, devoted to the fundamental pre- 
cepts of American freedom; grows month by 
month. Now he has spoken for the Supreme 
Court in a 5-to-4 decision invalidating an act 
of Congress which took citizenship away from 
military personnel convicted of desertion in 
wartime. The Chief Justice found that pun- 
ishment was in order, but that the law which 
denationaiized a convicted deserter went so 
far as to compel “cruel and unusual punish- 
ment” in violation of the Eighth Amendment. 
In memorable words, he said: 


It is a form of punishment more primi- 
tive than torture, for it destroys for the 
individual the political existence that was 
centuries in the development. The pun- 
ishment strips the citizen of his status in’ 
the national and international political 
community. His very existence is at the 
sufferance of the country in which he 
happens to find himself. 


As in the recent important trial rights case 
of Archie Moore vs. Michigan, Justice Whit- 
taker—President Eisenhower’s newest ap- 
pointee—in effect tipped the scales.. He and 
Justices Black, Douglas and Brennan, with 
the Chief Justice, made up the hairline major- 
ity of five. The dissenters were Justices 
Frankfurter, Burton, Clark and Harlan. 

Now let Congress, if if needs to do so, pass 
a law dealing with military desertions which 
does nét go in for punishment “more primi- 
tive than torture.” 


One Lesson From Kohler 


Senator Pat McNamara resigned from the 
McClellan committee because of a desire to 
“waste no more time.” This was his personal 
protest against the Kohler investigation. Per- 
haps his labor background made it inevitable 
that he should “wear his heart on his sleeve” 
almost as openly as did anti-labor Senator 
Goldwater. But objective observers will not 
agree that the hearings were an utter waste. 

On occasion the hearings were turned into 
partisan affairs. This raises the apprehension 
that the Perfect Circle investigation, just 
started, may be allowed to fall into the same 
pattern. If so, many may agree with Sena- 
tor Kennedy, another committee member, 
tha these cases are for the National Labor 
Relations Board rather than for politics- 
tinged congressional hearings. 

As the Massachusetts Senator said, the 


Kohler story already had been told in much 
more detail\before an NLRB trial examiner 
than it co d\be in the relatively short time 
the committee ‘had for it. The examiner had 


found the \guilty of unfair labor prac- 
tices. The committee brought out nothing 
new. It might have saved time had it con- 
centrated, say, on the boycott, a subject 
which suggests new legislation such as that 
outlined by President Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary of Labor Mitchell. 

More importantly, Kennedy pointed out 
that although the Kohler strike is four years 
old, the NLRB has not yet acted on the find- 
ings of its examiner. Jt is the board’s duty to 
settle certain aspects of labor - management 
disputes and to see to it that the national 
policy of collective bargaining is observed. 
And to be effective in eliminating strife cost- 
ly to the whole community, it should act with 


reasonable promptness. If the NLRB process _ 


is dragged on for years, it can be of little 
help. It even may be perverted into an ex- 
cuse for avoiding a settlement.

Ford’s middle-priced 
Edsel, brought onto the market last 
year, is a flop. 


The decline in popularity of the 
middle-priced car parallels the de- 
cline in prestige buying, once one of 
the big forces behind United States 
auto sales.

The difference in quality and com- 
fort between low-priced and high- 
priced cars narrowed, Cheaper cars 
picked up more horsepower (Chevro- 
let offers 280 h.p. today, about the 
same as the 1955 Cadillac). Once 
major mechanical improvements 
were the exclusive property of more 
expensive autos, e.g., Oldsmobile’s 
automatic shift; now lower-priced 
models have all of them 


Among the lower-priced cars, it is 
the highest-priced models that are 
doing the best. 


Prestige buying still helps the sale 
of small foreign cars. Foreign-car 
purchasers often give lower operat- 
ing costs as the reason for buying. 
But Detroit surveys show that most 
foreign-car buyers have higher in- 
comes than the national average, 
could afford to buy a bigger United 
States car. 

Says Ronald Sarocco, sales man- 
ager of Manhattan’s Fine Cars; Inc:.: 
“A sort of reverse appeal has now 
given more prestige to the small 
foreign car.”

For such reasons, the small-car 
boom worries Detroit less than the 
decline of the middle-priced car. 
Since its beginning, the United 
States auto industry has narrowed 
from more than 2000 different auto: 
mobiles to 17 makes turned out by. 
five major companies that produce 
96 per cent of all cars sold in the 
United States. In the future, many 
of the overlapping models produced 
by the big five may also disappear.

KUTTAWA, Ky., April 1. 

A CONTROVERSY, more 
bitter than any carried on in 
this western Kentucky commu- 
nity since the War Between the 
States, is raging between a 
civic group planning a model 
village and a real estate pro- 
moter who offers free lots. 

At stake is a million dollars’ 
worth of free public facilities 
such as water systems, sewers, 
streets and sidewalks which the 
promoter would like to see 
plunked down in the middle of 
his recently assembled 1800- 
acre tract of farm land to- 
gether with 289 new dwellings, 
64 commercial buildings, eight 
churches, three schools and 
two industrial buildings. 

Threatening telephone calls 
and eggs thrown from darkness 
have been reported by mem- 
bers of the civic committee and 
the three members of the six- 
man city council who are sup- 
porting them. They have called 
the promoter’s efforts an un- 
conscionable a to grab 
public funds and have asked 
for a congressional investiga- 
tion. 


It all comes about because 
Kuttawa and its twin, Eddy- 
ville, two miles upstream on 
the historic Cumberland riv- 
er, are not long for this 
world—in their present cor- 
porate identities, that is. By 
1965, the Army Corps of En- 
gineers thinks, the $167,000,- 
000 Barkley dam will have 
been completed and the im- 
pounded waters will close 
over virtually all of the busi- 
ness districts and about two- 
thirds of the residential areas 
of both towns. 


At Eddyville, the waves will 
cover the site of the ancient 
Laclede Hotel, from whose 
white wooden second-story. bal- 
cony Jenny Lind sang‘in 1850, 
and will lap the steps of the 
Lyon county courthouse and 
the dismal road that leads to 
the Kentucky State Penitenti- 
ary which provides for the 
census taker about half the 
town’s recorded 2000 popula- 
tion. 

At Kuttawa, buildings south 
of its wide principal street will 
be razed and century-old oaks 
will be cut from the center 
parkway so that relocated rail- 
road tracks may run its length. 

About-the same number of 
dwellings and business estab- 
lishments will be lost to each 
town and the Federal Govern- 
ment will compensate the own- 
ers of these buildings. It also 
will replace “in kind” public 
facilities which are below a 
line 378 feet above sea level. 
This allows a five-foot free- 
board when the lake is at full 
reservoir. 

But before these facilities 
can be planned, each town 
must decide upon its reloca- 
tion site, it was explained at 
Nashville, Tenn., by Col. Eu- 
gene J. Stann of the District 
Corps of Engineers. This de- 
cision is based upon signatures 
of at least 51 per cent of the 
owners of real estate in the 
area of the town to be taken 
for the project. The signature 
of one property owner is of as 
much force as that of another, 
regardless of the size or value 
of their holdings. 

Because of the numerous and 
diverse projects which must be 
started through planning pro- 
cedures for flooding in le 
time, Col. Stann Kad asked t 
descriptions of relocation sites 
be provided by the end of 
March. 

Kuttawa thought these ques- 
tions had been answered long 

o when it decided upon a 
plan to move back into the 
hills, a short distance from 
what would be the lake shore 


on land it ownea and some ad- 


when the Army Engineers and 
the Kentucky hway depart- 
ment reported they could not 


fit into the plan, because of 
topography of the area, a relo- 
cation of U.S. Highways 62 and 
641 


Accordingly, the Kuttawa 
city council optioned other land 
which would provide access 
to the relocated highways and 
preparations went ahead to 
employ city planning experts 
to design a model village with 
zoning laws and regulations to 
safeguard against growth of a 
rural slum area such as have 
sprouted about some new rec- 
reational waters. 

Advice of the Kentucky Plan- 
ning Commission was obtained. 
George Hellmuth, St. Louis 
architect, was consulted. Dean 
Joseph R. Passonneau of the 
Washington University School 
of Architecture informed Mrs. 
Corinne R. Whitehead, a 
former St. Louisan, now secre- 
tary of the Lyon County Hous- 
ing Authority, that two gradu- 
ate students had begun a study 
of the relocation of Kuttawa 
and Eddyville as the basis for 
a thesis which also was to be 
entered in an _ international 
competition on town planning. 


Meanwhile, Lee S. Jones,. 
.Louisville lawyer, had been 
buying land in the expecta- 
tion that it would increase 
in value with the develop- 
ment of the area as @ recre- 
ational center upon comple- 
tion of the dam. His first 
purchase, he told the Post- 
Dispatch, was the farm on 
which his family lived when 
he was a small boy before 
they left Lyon county. 


This was some four miles 
northeast of Kuttawa in the 
direction of Princeton, seat of 
adjoining Caldwell. county, 
known in pre-automobile days 
for the sharp trading done by 
those who assembled on “coun- 
ty court day,” the third Monday 
in every month. One farmer, 
according to an old _ story, 
boasted that he rode a horse 
to town, and after a series of 
trades, returned home that 
night astride the same horse 
and with $100 in his pocket. 

Jones bought his old Ken- 
tucky home out of sentiment, 
he related, and then picked 
up two other farms which had 
been owned by members of the 
Jones family. Altogether there 
were 16 purchases and tax 
stamps indicate total cost of 
$243,000 subject to deeds of 
trust amounting to $147,000. 

Jones thought it would be 
nice if Kuttawa and Eddyville 
merged. With the installation 
of public facilities by the Army 
Engineers to replace those of 
the two towns, the promoter 
explained, he could afford to 
give away lots, 75 by 150 feet, 
to displaced householders. His 
cost would be about $35 a lot. 
He would provide free larger 
areas for churches and 20 
acres for schools. 

But .. . business locations 
would be for sale. And land 
outside the corporate limits of 
the town, or towns if they 
chose to retain their own iden- 
tities, obviously would increase 
greatly in value. 

Then began frequent trips 
by Jones from Louisville to 
attend meetings of the Kuttawa 
and Eddyville city councils. 
Jones put his own candidates 
in the field last November and 
distributed handbills urging 
citizens to “Vote for the Peo- 
ple’s ticket for free lots where 
you can build your new home.” 

Jones was able to replace 
three of the six Kuttawa coun- 
cilmen and R. P. Whittington, 
who headed the People’s ticket, 
was elected mayor, entitled to 
vote in case of a tie. He is

At Eddyville, Jones's candi- 
dates won the mayor's seat 
and four of the six places 
the council.

Fascinating TV Quiz 


NEW YORK, April 1 (UP). 

“HOW DO YOU RATE?” a new CBS-TV morning 
show, is the most fascinating quiz to bow in this season. 

The half-hour offering, which made its debut yesterday, 
is not concerned with the total yardage of dental floss con- 
sumed by male Peruvians in 1932 or with the lifetime bat- 
ting average of Kiki Cuyler or with the names of all French 
premiers since last week. 


Instead, the questions on this daily quizzer 
(KMOX-TY, 9:30 aan. St. Louis time) are based on 
the what-is-its that make up aptitude tests. Thus 
yesterday, competing guests were asked, among 
other things, to build specified patterns with blocks 
(design test), to count the number of times the 
number “62” appeared within a series of numbers 
while a phonograph played rock and roll (distrac- 
tion test) and to buckle a buckle, button a button, 
snap a snap and lace a shoe (dexterity test). 


There were other questions based on sense of direction, 
mechanical ability, logical reasoning, musical bent, and 
judgment of time, all of them posers that called for little 
specialized knowledge. 

The show, emceed painlessly by John Reddy, had its 
faults, but they were the sort of faults that can be shaken 
out in time. The contestants on the opener were & pretty 
stiff lot and the losers were knocked off much too quickly. 

Too, there was a lot of bosh about the significance of 
each question. Thus, a successful negotiation of a blocks 
test meant, we were told, that “you can probably furnish a 
house or match your clothes.” Or, answering a comprehen- 
sion question about trick relationships within a family 
meant that “people can’t pull the wool over your eyes. 


All this aside, I would say the most satisfying 
thing about “How Do You Rate?” is its lack of in- 
terest in fact-type questions. All of our other quiz \ 
shows seem to have a mania for collecting contest- 
ants strong on incidental data. As a result, I’m 
sure many TV viewers have reached the point 
where they are now confusing an educated man 
with a data-obsessed one. 


I'd class “How Do You Rate?” not only as an enter- 
taining show, but the healthiest quiz to enter the field in 


a long, long time.

I have had more 
conflicting ‘advice, pills, shots, 
shouts, threats, insults, humil- 
iation, etc., from doctors and 
others. However, I still have 
the weight. 

I had a basal metabolism test 
which showed an underactive 
thyroid. I told my new doctor 
about it and he only grins. He 
claims that all fat people use 
an underactive thyroid as a 
“crutch.” 


I am 5 feet 6 inches tall. I 
am built large and bony, and 
do not look as comical as some 
of the caricatures of fat peo- 
ple. Howe@#er, from a health 
standpoint, I surely would like 
to lose some of this avoirdu- 
pois.

I have black coffee for break- 
fast, and sandwich and tea with 
lemon for lunch, and eat meat, 
vegetables and tea for supper.

The loss of blood had not 
been fatal. No arteries in wrists 
or feet had been severed, 
though there was considerable 
loss from. thorns and wounds, 
The cause of death, in Roman 
crucifixions, was never loss of 
blood.
